PROCRASTINATION IN THE POS- 
TAL SYSTEM. 



Tho public are siill anxiously wniliag for 
BoniB signs of improvement on Ihe port of tho 
British Columbian Government, lownrds the 

iiitroiliiclioii (if a proper po.stul system into 
thiit colony. Tlif ditiiciiltics in Hip way of 
ctroctini; tiieli an ol)j('et are not such as call 
for tho delay which has taken place nboul tlie 
matter. The Commisdion oppoinled to dovi.so 
a better mode of mnnagiog things, tbaq bus 
hitherto prevailed, surely should bttvd'rei' 
ported ere thip. One week might be consid- 
ered ample titno for the purpose, yet tlie pul). 
lie slill hear ol nolhin;; being done, lu llie 
meanlimo, llio neoes.iiiy for action is becom- 
ing more apparent. Kvery steamat for the 
upper couiiiry now carries her qoola ol hu- 
jnan freight. The e.xciting news brought 
down from llio mines and tho comparalivo 
mildncifl of llic .soajon hiivo had llie elVoct of 
hiistKoing llic movements of many of our 
jiopniation who are b'lund up — not, of coufse^ 
all going immedinloly to the end of their 
journey, ns many of tliem purpose to remain 
at various points along the route till the sea- 
son is more advanced, 'i'iiero will lluis be a 
large number of persons along the wliolc line 
of road, I'rnm Now We.'itniinstcr up, wlio will 
have ne.Hl of coinnuinicatiiig with their 
friends above and below. VVlialevcr eliange.<, 
therefore, arc inleiidcd to be mode in tho pro- 
sent system' of mail commanicution, ought 
to bo carried into ellcct immediately. The 
want of it will, from thitj out, be felt as ur- 
gently as at any time during tho season. 
Niilliiiig can justify the delay that liiis al- 
ready taken place iu not having everything 
ready before this. 

If, however, the past is to be taken as an 
indication of the future, we Ifitippose "reform 
will be procrastinated until half the season is 
over, and another monument for lardine.v 
bo deserved by the British (volumbiiin E.-;- 
ecHlive. But why are the public to be thus 
imposed upon in the name of law and order. 
If tho Government of that colony are in- 
trusted with tho maoagement of its adoirs, 
it is not tor the purpose of merely providing 
titles, or cfilces, or salaries, for certain indi- 
viduals. It is (or fulfilling the trusts which 
throngh tlic relation existing between rulers 
and those governed devolve \ipoii tho former. 
Wherever Ihe government fails in carrying 
any of those duties which well-consti- 
tuted governments DBauino and nlso carry 
oul, they are guilty of a breach of trust to- 
'wards the pitblio, and should be called to 
ac<:ount for it. The Govoriiinent of Krstisli 
Columbia uie (piite wealthy enough to pro- 
vide good and comparatively cheap mail 
coiiimunication along the wliole load tu liie 
mines. So long as they continue to neglect 
this duty, just so long aro ibey guilty of a 
public itijury, ond fail to fniai the trust for 
which they have been constituted. When 
the population of iho neighboring colony 
shall be able to get their letters and their 
newtpapeis curried upon anything near the 
same terms that tlioy are in other colonies, 
then only will their Executive liave complied 
with what is due from them in this respect. 
They will have a good opportunity to malie 
BOiino amends for their past niiiconduci, by 
immediate action both in this matter and 
with regard to a giild e.-eort, for both are 
intimately connected and should be done at 
the same time. 

POLITICAL. 

■Jcsterday the U-gislaturo was prorogued. 
To-day it shall bo dissolved. To-uiorrow it 
shall be throo years since it was first con- 
vened. T.iUe piior humanity, the As.sembly 
clings to lile np to llie last moment — long 
after it.i privstige liail ceased — long after it 
hail IjeCDTiie oliiio.vion-i to the great 1 iiily of 
the people. UM to-day it shall be no more. 
A period shall be put to its existence, be- 
tween the Act limiting our parliaments to 
three years and the prerogative, we shall got 
rid to-day of nn As.'ienibly that has covered 
it.-^elf with infamy. AVe w(juUI not willinaly 
use such a term in roferoiiei; to any branch 
of our government, were it not borne ont by 
faci.s -were it not a matter of history. 
Home of our later settlers may not know the 
gins committed by our Assembly or their 
partisans in Ihe name of law but contrary to 
tho letter ond spirit ol our statutes, Soch. 
deeds as stutTing a regi.-.tereil list of voters, 
tricouruuiiig foreigners to vc'lo, high funcliof- 
arics nsing iutirnidalioii at election;--, relusiiii; 
to allow IcL'al voters to vote, overturning the 
fioleriin rnulinga of Election Ooramittees on 
oath, ignoring the statutes of tho colony, — 
in short, doing any and everything to hold on 
to power right or wrong. ^V'o might enter 
into these mutters in detail. Wo might 
startle some of unr reader s liesh from En;; 
land ai.d the I'ruvii.ces by the details of the 
political history of this colony, Ironi the day 
the sammoiis v as is-ued to convutie the present 
Assembly down to to-day. DeLohmeiiifornis os 
that daring the history of republican Borne the 
urns in which the citizens deposited llieir votes 
were once broken, Bnt within three years 
the privileges of the friUirldse— tho iiios 
sacred privileges— have been violated, ignored^ 
treated aa n millity, disregarded a dozen 
times in divers ways, and arbitrary power 
substituted for the regular and boborable ad- 
ninistrotion of oar laws and institutions. 
Men have got in the Assembly notoriously 
without righfi without qualifioa'.ion. with a 
'minotity "of legal vote.-. They have allempttd 
to muzzle tho presn over and over again. 
'I'liey liavL Irieil to nnilermine trial by jury — 
break down the very bulwarks of our liberty, 
niako all oppsscd to them tho target ot which 
to hurl t.he shads of their malignity, because 
they daro question their wnmg-doing. From 
first to Inst such deeds have been done by 
our Astrnibly or with its opon intaeit sane- 
tiL.u, as I); young coli-ny, perhaps ever e.\pe- 
lieiiced. In fact none but our old settlers 
who lecollcct thoir ocourrenc". could scarcely 
believe it possible that sucli things could be 
doDO. To-day, however, jiot.s an onu to the 
power of the Assemldy ; and It is to be hoped 
that wo shall never look iipDii its 'ike again. 
It has closed its existence by legisl.iliug for 
its Guccc-isors. It has voted estiiiuilea that 
01,1'hl to bo voled by llio next Hon o. Con- 
cur^nlly with the K.xeculiv•.^ it has tried to 
take from tho ditliirent consiiluoncies the 
right for the comiig year of controllii:g 
the nflaira of '.he cnuniry, clu cUing its abuse.", 
or instituting rolo/ms. It;, last act is such 
a constitutional invasion '.hat no Palmerston 
or Derby would in any caio, ,ior under atiy 
ftaifJ o' polil'i'ul parties, ever ti.inlt of resort- 
in ' lo. Hut whilst wo may righteously do- 
claidi against tho wroncs purpettated by tho 
out-going Asiiombly, as such we cannot for- 
get that Iho membors— the members of tho 



majority who had iho power to fidlil their 
pledges — have left nearly all their pledges at 
the Imsliogs unlulfilled. Go read their prom- 
ises — compare them with thoir acts — see 
whether what we state is true. Side 
by side with their pledges call IVu 
tho measures in fnllilineut of them 
We ask nothing more. Wo aro satisfied that 
a comparison of members' promises with 
their acts, will be tantamount to weighing 
them in the balance and finding thorn want- 
ing. Where is the transfer of crown lands to 
tho colony promised by Government mem- 
hers'.' Where is the law reform of tho At- 
torney-Genera! ! Where is the school reform 
of Dr. Tolmie? 'Whero is tho harbor iio- 
ptovcment of .Mr. Franklin'? Where is any 
promise that has been fulfilled 2 Some good 
has undoubtedly been douo,. by the present 
Legislature. Bnt bow little, in comparison 
with what might have been done ! And in 
iloing that, huw uiisatislaclory it has been to 
the country! Not a member of the presei.l 
Assembly but might have received the warm- 
est welcome from tho most iutelliycnt consd- 
lueocy ;iti the colony; but how lew daro lock 
the nioist ignora'nt constituency in tho fnce, 
and challenge an e.xamiriatioii into their pub- 
lic conduct ! Tho chapter of tho Seconil Le- 
gislature is, however, closed. It speaks of 
uvil and good, but mostly of evil. In the 
new chapter llmt is to be opened — in the new 
Assembly the Governor promises to summon, 
it is to be hoped that wo shall have better 
elements— more practical, moro enlightened 
members ; men with liroralcr and mure coni- 
prehensivi; views of public policy; men v.diose 
standard of political meralily shall be higher; 
men w ho shall neither dcgraile a Governiuent 
parly into a faction, turn a flouso of Assem- 
bly iuto a bear garden, nor transform a cuu- 
stimtiooal opposition, from being nn engine 
to obsttact bad meoauies, into an engine to 
obstruct good ones, essential to tho welfare 
and progress of the country.

there was enough to last us bacit to Victoria, 
and a little remained over when wo arrived.'' 
Altornoy General (after looking at the 
diar_\ ) — Oil, Mr. Price, I see you were up at 
daylight on the morning you started lu come 
down the river. 

Willie: a— -Vh I so I was. 
A.ttorntjy General — Yes; I see yon rose al

Witness — (Cross examinal ion conti aueil ) — 
I don't recollcoi ever telling Mc.N'eilur Cote 
that 1 was giving my services giatuilously. 
At the place where we tuiiied back, we were 
about hours journey from wbera we bad i 
left Mr. Waddington. I have never been | 
higher up Fraser^river than Fort Lang ley. I ' 
have never seen IhnI river between Hope and | 
Yule. Tbo greateat speed of a rush of wa- j 
ter I have ever'aee'ii is peibupa 16 miles an 
hour. I have seen such twice — in India and 
upon the Bute Inlet river. This ia in the 
heavy places. I cannot form nn opinion as 
to the average speed of the water. I don't 
know how long it takes lo ga Irorn Hope to 
Yale in a canoe. On liiile Inlet our crew 
used neitlier pole nor paddle; the canoe was 
•'tracked.'' 1 do nol know that canoes in 
plaoe.i on the Eraser river cannot bo 
" tracked." I diil not sit in tlie canoo during 
the time — I walked, look bearings, and 
sketched. I showed the bearings I had taken 
to Mr. Waddington al'ier my return. 1 did 
not totally fail tu ex[)lain them 
Mr. Waddington seemed very much pleased 
with my map, and said it was very correct ; 
it fitted iu 1 believe with his own survey ; 1 
remember Mr. W. saying to me before the 
oxpedition left that 1 should be remunerated 
if it proved successful; ono or two of the 
bearings I had taken were contradictory, 
but I subsequently altered Ihem lo his satis- 
faction ; tho cause of the mistake might havo 
been an error in Iho variation ; I have not 
set myself up for -J. skillful surveyor ; 1 can 
not say whtlher two bearings that diU'er can 
be reconciled away from the spot where tliey 
were taken; It' 1 reniciiiber right there were 
two entries ; I eaniiot point out in my diary 
thu memorandum from which 1 corrected the 
bearings ; 1 kepi no field book.

No. It was not my duly to make a sur- 
vey of iho river. I went up to explore , the 
country, and' to discover the beat roiKo: The 
bearings I have taken are not worth inuoh ; 
thoy ate only opproxirnaic. 

Did you not correct ymir notes before iMr. 
Waddington simply by cunjoctttre? 
I can't recollect. 

Can you tell iiib how many degrees there 
are between N. and N . E. !
